It is a true everblooming Rose, and equals, perhaps, in its 
blooming period and freedom any Rose yet introduced. 

History. — The first plant of Empress of China Rose in this country, it is said, came 
iom the island of Cub?, where it had been introduced from China. It has been offered for 
;wo or three years m this country at a high price, but as yet its sale has been limited. It
